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Obama applauds high 
court ruling on gay 
marriage 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Presidsat Barack Obama on 
Wednesday hailed the 
Supreme Court's decisiaii to 
strike down a law defining 
marriage as between a man 
and a woman -- a major vic¬ 
tory for gay couples. 

"I applaud the Supreme 
CDurt's decision to strike 
down the Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act," Obama said 
shortly after the announce¬ 
ment of the 5-4 dedsion end¬ 
ing tlie 1 996 law 

"Tills was discrimination 
enshrined in law. It treated 
loving, committed gay and 
lesbian couples as a separate 
and lesser class of people. 
Tlie Supreme Court has 
righted that wrong, and our 
country is better off for it." 

"We are a people who de¬ 
clared tliat we are all created 
equal -- and the love we com¬ 
mit to one anotlier must be 
equal as well," he said, eiJioing 
remarks made in his second in¬ 
augural address in January.

In addition to striking 
down tlie federal law, tlie 
Supreme Court threw out an 
appeal of a mliiig against 
Proposition S — a California 
state hail on gay marnage -- 
paving the way fijr same-sex 
marnage in tlie western state 

White House spokesman 
Jay Carney said Obama had 
called Edith Windsor, the 33- 
year-old plaintiff in the case 
that overturned DOMA 

Windsor claimed discrim¬ 
ination when she was ordered 
to pay federal inhentance 
taxes of $353,000 after the 
20D9 death of Tliea Spyer, 
her partner of more than 40 
years, whom she married in 
Canada in 3QD7. 

Had the couple been 
straight, the tax bill would 
have been significantly re¬ 
duced. 

"Tlie president congratu¬ 
lated her on this victory, 
which was a long lime m tlie 
making," Carney said 

Obama also called Chad 
Griffin, head of the Human 
Rights Campaign, a gay 
rights advocacy group, and 
the plaintiffs in the ^op S 
case to congratulate them on 
a 'tremendous victory,' Car¬ 
ney said. 

Obama, the first US presi¬ 
dent to come out in support of 
same-sex iiiarriage, cast the 
court ruhng on the DOMA as 
a landmark step in the US 
stru^le fi)r equal nglils. 

"Tne laws of our land are 
catching up to tlie ftmdamen- 
tal trutli that millions of Amer¬ 
icans hold in our he arts: when 
all Americans are treated as 
equal, no matter who tliey are 
or whom they love, we are all 
more free," he said.

Investors who establish 
their business in tlie Special 
Economic Zone in San Nico¬ 
laas will pay a tariff of 15% 
on profit taxes on activities 
directed to tlie local market, 
1D% profit tax on activities 
directed toward exportation 


and sales to our hotels. For 
hotels there are additional 
special conditions. 

For special sustainable 
projects, for example the pro¬ 
duction of food; if tins is di¬ 
rected toward the local 
market, it will be possible to 
apply for a 2 % profit tax tar- 
iff 

Businesses in the eco¬ 
nomic zone will not be levied 
taxes on dividends and will 
benefit from an additional 
10% discount on all business 
investments, whether this is 
bought in Aruba or from 


abroad. 

Tins new economic zone, 
developed especially for San 
Nicolaas will take eSect as of 
Monday, July Isl, 2D 13, ac¬ 
cording to Minister de Mesa.

As of Apnl 1st, 3012 the new 
Labor Law went into effect 
Labor Law 3013 COL2D13). 
Tins particular law regulates 
different issues, for example 
tlie hours permitted to work, 
rest days and overtime com¬ 
pensation. 

One of tlie changes stipu¬ 
lated under OL 2013 is the in¬ 
troduction of the system of 
working in slufts in the sec¬ 
tors which are not HOF^ECA, 
the casino sector and compa¬ 
nies working under a contin¬ 
uous operation system. Tlie 
new system will allow flexi¬ 
bility in certain sectors for 
those working on Sundays 
and on certain holidays, 
wlule avoiding high em¬ 
ployee cost for die employer. 

Wlule the new law (OL 
3013) grants tins possibility 
tlus same law stipulates that 
the Director of the Depait- 
ment of Labor and Investiga¬ 
tion (DAO) is authorized to 
stipulate which compames 


may use llus system for 
shiftwork. This authority 
has been gjven tlie Direc¬ 
tor, since the conse¬ 
quences for an employee 
who works shift entails 
that on Sundays he must 
work at a rate of 100% 
(not 200% as was the 
case before Apnl 1st, 
2013). 

Tlie Director of DAD has 
yet to indicate officially 
wluch companies will be al¬ 
lowed to work shift hours. 
Til ere is, however, a concept 
list, but nollung definite. It is 
hoped that such a list iiVill be 
published officially indicat¬ 
ing which companies will be 
allowed to mn a shift sched¬ 
ule for tlieir employees. 

Tliis means that until the 
Dir e cl or 0 f DAO does not o f- 
ficially publish a list, no com¬ 
pany can apply tlie new 
system as yet. This entails 
that all employees working 
nomially on Sundays must be 
paid 200% for their hours. 

DAD also wants to em¬ 
phasize once more that tlus 
new shift system is not valid 
for tlie HDRECA casino and 
continuous operation sectors. 
In their case Sundays is a nor¬ 
mal work day.

Dutch woman 

freezes dead 
mother, unable 
to say goodbye 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
Dutch woman kept her dead 
33-year-old mother in the 
freezer far a week because 
she couldnt hnng herself to 
say goodbye, police said on 
Wednesday. 

"Tlie woman froze her 
mother's body and kept it 
for a week," police spokes- 
woman Esther Boot told 
AFP 

"She couldn't say good¬ 
bye," Boot said. 

A family friend con¬ 
tacted police on Monday, 
saying they could "no 
longer live" with tlie secret 
0 f tlie body in the freezer. 

Police went to the house 
in Kamperland, a small 
town in the southwestern 
Netherlands, and the 46- 
year-old daughter immedi¬ 
ately confessed. 

"There was no indication 
that tlie mother didn't die of 
natural causes, hut the body 
has nevertheless been taken 
for an autopsy" Boot said 

The daughter was taken 
to the police station, inter¬ 
viewed and examined by a 
psychiatrist and allowed to 
return home. 

Police said the daughter 
was "too sad" to let her 
motlier go 

"She wanted to keep her 
nearby,' Boot said. 

The two women had 
lived logetlier far 17 years, 
during whi ch time the 
daughter took care of her 
motlier day and night 'with 
lots oflove," police said 

"We don't yet know if 
there will be cnminal pro¬ 
ceedings, that's up to the 
prosecutor," Boot said. 

"Technically it's a cnme 
to keep a body in the 
freezer.'

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Snowden 'stuck' in Moscow 
as Ecuador warns on asylum 


MOSCOW (AFP) - US intel¬ 
ligence leaker Edward Snow¬ 
den spent a fourth day at a 
Moscow airport on Wednes¬ 
day with his travel plans still 
a mystery as Ecuador warned 
it could take months to con¬ 
sider his asylum request. 

The man responsible for 
one of the biggest intelli¬ 
gence security breaches in 
US lustory has not been 
sighted since arriving in 
Moscow on a flight from 
Hong Kong on Sunday and 
according to Russia is still in 
a transit zone at Shereme¬ 
tyevo airport 

"He has not violated Russ¬ 
ian law, he has not crossed 
the border, he is in the transit 
zone of the airport and can fly 
anywhere that he wants," 
P^.ussian Foreign Minister 
Sergei Lavrov was quoted as 
saying by the foreign min¬ 
istry. 

But United States has re¬ 
voked his passport and is ap¬ 
plying persistent pressure on 
Moscow to hand over Snow¬ 
den, who leaked sensational 
revelations of massive US 
surveillance programmes to 
the media. 

Anti-secrecy website Wik¬ 
iLeaks, which IS assisting

“Tlie Department of De¬ 
fense intends to make tlie 
same benefits available to all 
military spouses - regardless 
of sexual onentafioii - as soon 
as possible," Defense Secre¬ 
tary Chuck Hagel said m a 
statement.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
Dutdi CDiut on Wednesday 
fined SIS coffee shop owners 
and workers for selling 
cannabis to non-residents, in a 
victory for DiUct authorities' 
fight against dmg tounan. 

Prosecutoi'shad souglitup to 
one-month suspended jail 
tenns for the owners and staff 
of cannabis cafes in Maastricht 
for selling pot to foreign non¬ 
residents in defiance of a con¬ 
troversial law 

Tlie SIS were ordered to pay 
fines of between 250 and 2,500 
euros, A seventh accused was 
cleared because of lack o f evi¬ 
dence 

The court was relatively le¬ 
nient as the coffee shops had 
deliberately flouted tlie law be¬ 
cause they hoped the case 
would set a legal precedent in 
their favour, arguing that the 
residence cnteiion was uncon¬ 
stitutional.

PARIS (AFP) - Doctors in 
France have removed PIP 
breast implants from more 
tlian Ifi.OOQ women and found 
a quarter of the scandal-tainted 
products had signs of splitting 
orleal^age, a watchdog said on 
Tuesday. 

A total of li3^42d women 
have had the implants re¬ 
moved since investigators 
found the devices were twice 
as likely to mpture as rival 
brands, and tliat French manu¬ 
facturer PIP used industrial sil¬ 
icone to £11 them, the National 
Medicines Safety Agency 
(ANSM) said 

Of the 2S,376 implants that 
have been removed, or 

25.4 percent, were defective, it 
said 

Of these, 4,406 showed 
signs of splitting in tlie im¬ 
plants' outer skin, and in 1,976 
others, illegal gel was ‘sweat¬ 
ing" through it, the agency 


said. 

The ANSM's figures apply 
only to France, An estimated 
300,000 women in 65 coun¬ 
tries are believed to have re¬ 
ceived the implants, some 
30,000 of them in France. 

News of the faulty implants 
in 2011 sparked feai's world¬ 
wide, but health officials in 
various countries have said tlie 
prosthetics were not toxic and 
did not increase tlie nsk of 
breast cancer. 

The ANSM said on Tuesday 
that it had found 70 cases of 
breast cancer among women 
with PIP implants, "buttlie de¬ 
tected tumours are not associ¬ 
ated" With tire devices 

PIP founder Jean-Claude 
Mas, 73, has been charged 
with manslaughter and fraud. 
PIP'S implants have been 
banned and the company, lo¬ 
cated near Marseille, southern 
France, has h een wound up.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
authorities on Tuesday urged 
all adults born between 1945 
and 1965 10 get tested for hep - 
atitis C, saying millions of 
Americans ai'e unaware that 
they are infected with the liver 
disease. 

The so-called baby boom 
generation accounts for tlrree 
out 0 f four p eople with hepati¬ 
tis C, according to Albert Siu, 
co-chair of the US Preventive 
Services Task Force 

"Many people in tins age 
group contracted hepatitis C 
from a blood transfusion or 
unknown or uni^eported high- 
nsk behaviors," he said. 

The US task force also rec¬ 
ommends hepatitis C screen¬ 
ing for adults at risk of 
infection, including people 
who currently use injection 
drugs or have in the past, as 
well as people who received a 
blood Uansfusion before 1992. 

About 1.5 percent of the US 
population IS infected with 
hepatitis C, making it one of 
the most common causes of 
cliromc liver disease in the 
United States today, according 
to the US NationeJ, Library of 
Medicine. 

The disease can cause cir- 
rh osis of the liver and liver 
cancer. 

More than 15,000 people 
died of hepatitis C infections 
m 2007, compared to 12,734 
who died fiom HIV-related 
causes, saidtlie data published 
in the Annals of hatemal Med¬ 
icine.

'Password fatigue' haunts Internet masses

But as millions of Internet 
users have learned the hard 
way, no password is safe when 
hackers can, and do, pilfer 
diem en masse from banks, 
email services, retailers or so¬ 
cial media websites that fail to 
fully protect their servers. 

And besides, with technol¬ 
ogy growing by leaps and 
bounds, wliy does the user- 
name-and-password fioimula - 
a relic of computing's Jiu'assic 
era -- remain die norm? 

"The iii'Cifedibly short answer 
is, ids cheap,"* said Per Thor- 


sheinx a Norwegian online se¬ 
curity expert and orgamzer of 
Pas swords Con, the world's 
only conference dedicated to 
passwords, taking place in Las 
Vegas ill July. 

"Ifyou want an 5 rtliing else -- 
if you want some kind of two- 
factor authentication ttiat m- 
volves using a software-based 
token, ahardwai'e-based token 
or biometnc authentication -- 
you need something extra," he 
told AFP " And that will cost 
you extra money." Back in die 
beginning, it was all so easy. 

The very first computers 
were not only room-sized 
mamfi'ames, but also stand¬ 
alone devices. They didnT con¬ 
nect to each other, so 
passwords were needed only 
by a handful of operators who 
likely knew eadi otiiei' anyway. 

Then along came the Inter¬ 
net, bmdiug a burgeoning num¬

Passwords have tlius prolif¬ 
erated so mui:h tliat it's a daily 
struggle for users to cope with 
dozens of them - and not just 
on one personal computer, hut 
across several devices.

"People never took pass¬ 
words very seriously, and dieu 
we had a number of really big 
password breaches," said Mai- 
lan Memtt, Internet security 
advocate for soflwai'e provider 
Norton. "As people ai'e increas- 
mgly accessing websites from 
smartphones and tablets, typ- 
mg passwords is becoming an 
ever bigger pain," added Sarah

In a 24-nation survey last 
year, Norton found that 40 per¬ 
cent of user's don't bother with 
complex passwords or fail to 
change dieir passwords on a 
regular basis.

(Europol) in coordination with 
autlionties in Belgium, France, 
Romania and Bntam.

VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Pope Franeis is launching a 
sweeping study of the scandal- 
plagued Vatican bank before a 
possible deai'-out of lop niEin- 
agement at the Holy See, the 
Vatican revealed on Wednes¬ 
day 

In his first real step towards 
refonn, tire pontiff is to lake a 
hands-on approaclx ensuring 
that eveiything a special five- 
meinber coinniission uncovers 
will be reported directly to 
him. 

Tlie 7d-year-old is particu- 
laiiy keen to "better know the 
judicial position and aclivilies* 
of the Institute for Works of 
Pvehgion (lOR), asitisknowu^ 
winch has struggled to shake 
off its murky image amid per¬ 
sistent reports of shady deal- 
ings 

The Vatican said the com¬ 
mission would have top-level 
access allowing it to get its 
hands on all documentation 

Religious expert Andrea 
TormeUi agreed, saymgitwas 
" an iim o vati ve deci si on. “ 

"Before he carries out re¬ 
forms, Francis wants to know 
every tiling, and 1 mean every¬ 
thing tliat happens within tlie 
shadow of the Nicolo V bas¬ 
tion," the bank's headquarters, 
he wi'ote in La Stamp a daily's 
Vatican Insider. 

Hie hank has a troubled liis- 
toiy, which includes the col¬ 
lapse of the Banco 
Amhrosiano, in which the 
Holy See was tlie mam shai'e- 



lioldei; and which had been ac¬ 
cused of laundering money for 
the Sicilian mafia. 

Tlie chairman of Banco 
Ambrosiano, Roberto Calvi - 
dubbed 'God's Banl^er" in the 
press — was found hanging 
fi'om Elackfi'iars Bridge m 
London in 19S2 in a suspected 
murder by mobsters. 

In 2011, Pope Benedict 
XVI created a new financial 
authority to refoini the bank, 
with the aim of getting the Vat¬ 
ican on a "wlnte list" of coun¬ 
tries that cooperate with 
efforts against money launder¬ 
ing drawn up by the Organisa¬ 
tion of Economic Cooperation 
and Development (OECD). 

But Clitics complained that 
Ins ^proach was toothless and 
many are watclting to see 
whether Francis will overhaul 
tlie Ingliest mngs of the insti- 
tuti on. 

Th e z eal witii whi ch Francis 
has taken to attacking financial 


institutions globally since 
b eing elected pontiff in March 
has raised new questions about 
the future of the 10R. and to 
what extent it will b e affected 
by general wide-sweeping re¬ 
forms to the Holy See 

The pope, elected amid an 
in-house debate over whether 
it IE necessary to have a Vati¬ 
can bank at all, has railed 
agamst tlie cull of money, call¬ 
ing for a “poor Churiffi". 

Earlier this month, Francis 
named cleric Battista Mario 
Salvatore Riccato oversee the 
IOP^.'s management - effec¬ 
tively placing a tmsted ally in 
a key p o siUon to rep ort to him. 

Hie new comimttee, headed 
up by Cardinal Raffaele Farina 
-- foiiuer ai'chiviEt of the Vati¬ 
can's Secret Ai'chives, will be 
made up of four prelates aud 
Harvard law professor Maiy 
Ann Gleudon. 

The Vatican promised in 
2D11 to redouble its efforts to 
reform tlie bank and overhaul 
its financial legislation follow¬ 
ing reports of anonymous ac¬ 
counts at the bank being used 
by organised cnme. 

The move was spai'ked by 
an investigation launched after 
the financial intelligence of¬ 
fice at the Bank of Italy no¬ 
ticed two operations by the 
bank that it deemed suspi¬ 
cious. 

An Italian court seized 23 
milliDii euros ($39 million) 
firom tlie bank, releasing it in 
2D11. 


Anne Frank museum 
must return archives 
after bitter spat 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - An 
Amsterdam court on Wednes¬ 
day ordered the city's Anne 
Frank museum to return 
arcluves on loan fi'om a liwiss 
foundation setup by tlie fotlier 
of tile Jewish teenager, after an 
acnmomous legal spat. 

The court said tliat Amster¬ 
dam's Anne Frank House had 
until tlie end of the year to re¬ 
turn the extensive family 
archives, meluding letters and 
photos, on loan fi'om the Anne 
Frank Foiids Basel. 

Hie court also ordered the 
Aiuie Frank House to pay tlie 
legal costs of the foundatioa 
which was set up by Otto 
Frank in 1953 

The Anne Frank House said 
in a statement tliat it “finds it 
regrettable that the archives 
cannot remain in tlie Anne 
Frank House " 

The museum said it did not 
dispute who owned the 
archives, but had not been able 
to return tiie documents imme¬ 
diately because they were on 
long-term loan. 

“Hie Anne Fraiik House 
finds It deeply regrettable tliat 
the Uvo organisations stood m 
opposition to each other m 
couit," Anne Frank House di¬ 
rector Ronald Leopold said 

“We hope that with this 
court ruling we can now put 
tins period behind us, and that 
the partiierslnp... can he re¬ 



sumed in close consultation 
and dialogue, in the interests 
of the legacy and the spint of 
Anne Frank," Leopold said 

Anne Frank's diary is a 
moving account of her two 
yeai's in In ding firom tlie Nazis 
with her faiinly m a secret an¬ 
nexe tliat is today a populai' 
museum in central Amster¬ 
dam. 

She diedm 1945 aged 15 at 
tlie Bergen-Eel sen concentra¬ 
tion camp 111 Geniiaiiy. 

The case did not involve tlie 
actual Anne Frank diaries, 
wliich belong to the Dutch 
slate and have been given to 
tlie Anne Frank House on per¬ 
manent loan. 

'We didn't expect aiiyllnng 
else The situation is dear, the 
Dwnerslup was dear, the inter¬ 
national law IS clear," Yves 
Kugeliiianii, a member of tlie 
board of the Anne Frank 
Fonds Basel, told AFP

NFL: Former Patriots star 
charged with murder 



MEW YORK (AFP) - Former 
Mew England Patiiols star 
Aainn Hernandez was charged 
with murder on Wednesday 
following the shooting death 
of a man wiiose bloodied body 
was found dumped less than a 
mile firom his home 
After days of speculation 
linking the ■23-yeai'-Dld tight 
end to the killing of Odin 
Lloyd on June 17, police offi¬ 
cers swooped on Heriiaudes at 


his $1.7 million luxury man¬ 
sion eaiiy Wednesday before 
leading him away in hand¬ 
cuffs 

The multi-millionaire sports 
star was later arraigned at At¬ 
tleborough District Court on 
charges of murder, unlawful 
possession of a firearm, and 
possession of alai’ge capacity 
breaim, Massachusetts State 
Police said. 

Prosecutor William Mc¬ 


Cauley told a packed hearing 
Hernandez and two other 
unidentified associates had 
murdered Lloyd in an execu¬ 
tion-style slaying because he 
was angiy ins fiiendhad spo¬ 
ken wi^ people he “had ti'ou- 
hles witli." 

Lloyd was driven to a re¬ 
mote mdustiial park and shot 
five times - including once as 
he lay on the ground, raising 
an aim in a vain effort to pro¬ 
tect lumself. 

"He orchestrated his execu- 
tion,“ McCauley said. 

A lawyer for Hernandez re¬ 
quested that the former NFL 
stai' be fi'eed on bail pending 
trial but tlie request was dedoied 
by the judge 

Shortly after his arrest, tlie 
Patiiots amiounced in a state¬ 
ment on their website that Her¬ 
nandez had been released fi'om 
his conti'act.
